He was ac- 
companied by his religious and 
secular court, by Princes Orsini, 
Boncompagni, Massimo and Aldo- 
brandini, wearing the uniforms of 
the various peridatory offices which 
they fill; by the major domo, mas- 
ter of the chambers, and papa! 
almoner, sacristan and secret 
chambeflains, all dressed in crim- 
son silk and old lace. 

On the way to the basilica, the 
papal procession was jvined by 
members of the noble guard, the 
Knights of the Cape and Sword, 
dressed in Elizabethan costumes, 
with the traditional ruffles; by all 
the cardinals present in Rome in 
their long red silk sotina, and wear- 
ing white ermine capes, by oriental 
patriarchs, their heads glittering 
with jeweled head dresses, white- 
mitred abbots and canons of St. 
Peter's in purple robes  .rimmed 
with white lace, specia: corps of 
Swiss and Palatine guards in full 
dress uniforms, and ihe Swiss 
guards bearing aloft their axe-like 
halberds. 

At the entrance to the portico 
the Pope was raised in the Sedia 
Gestatoria and was borne into the 
admiring audience. His coming 
was heralded by the sounding of six 
silver trumpets In a especially erect- 
ed balcony overhead. 

At the first appearance of His 
Holiness, there was a ripple of ap- 
piause, but almost immediately all

Canadian Supreme Court 
Dismisses Appeal of Men 
to be Hanged 


(EXCLUSIVE DISPATCH) 
VANCOUVER (B. C.) Dec. 24.— 
Last hope for the lives of Owen B. 
Baker, Harry F. Myhars, alias 8o- 
wash, and Charles Morris, con- 


fessed hi-jackers and condemned 
slayers of Capt. W. G. Gillis and 
hie son, 17 years of age, when the 
BKeryl G gasboat was pirated off 
Sidney Island, September 15, 1924, 
faded when the Canadian Supreme 
Court dismissed the appeal for 
Baker and Sowash. 

As a result four murderers wil! 
die on the gallows of New West- 
minster penitentiary January 14, 
1926, that date having been fixed 
also as the execution day for Sonny 
White, who was found gullty, Oc- 
tober 23, last, of murdering «a 
North Vancouver store-keeper on 
June 23. 

Word came through from Ot- 
tawa by telegraph, but the officials 
of the court of Canada do not pay 
official attention to telegraphic or- 
ders. The orders must come by 
mail and it will be another week 
before Sheriff McMartin has au- 
thority to tel] these men that their 
appeal has failed and they must 
die on the gallows January 14. 

Four days after the quadruple 
henging. Sam Berentsen, Nor- 
wegian sallor off an American 
ship, is doomed to die at the same 
riace unless efforts for executive 
clemency tow made are suoc- 
cessful, Berentsen in a fit of rage 
ktlied a shipmate who had bullied 
him.
